Dispatches from China tell of the forcible cut- 


ting off of the queus of Chinese as a measure of 
sanitation in the fight, against typhus, which is 
propagated through the bites of lice. 


But the orthodox Chinese believes that if he 


dies wihout his queue his soul will be lost. As be- 
tween living in China with the fear of eternal per- 
dition, and dying now of typhus, good Christians 
can see that there is much to be said for the Chin- 
aman who prefers queue, death and salvation. 


There is still another argument against the 


stamping out of typhus which appeals to certain 
Chinese minds. Years ago an American scientist 
traveling in the interior of the Flowery Kingdom 
found a city in which bubonic plague was raging. 
He called on the mandarin who governed the place 
and explained to him the cause of the spread of 
this disease—through the bite of fleas infesting 
rates.
